Charles Iamb at Home. 


I availed myself of Charles Larab'a 


friendly invitation August 5, 1834. On 
reaching his cottage, Tvliich stood back 
from the road, (nearly opposite the 
church,) between two houses which 
projected beyond it, and 'was screened 
by shrubs and trees, I found that he was 
out taking his morning stroll.

admitted to a small, paneled, and agree- 
ably shaded parlor. The modest room 
was • hung round -with engravings by 
Hogarth in dark frames. Books and 
magazines were scattered on, tho tablo 
and on the old-fashioned -window seat. 
I chatted awhile -with Miss Lamb—a 
meek, intelligent, very pleasant, but 
rather deaf elderly lady,- -who told rno 
that her brother had been gratified by 
parts of mypoem, ("Emily do WO ton,") 
and had read them to her. 
"Elia" 


came in soon after—a short, thin man. 
His dress was black and he woro a 
capacious coat, breeches, and gaiters, 
and a white neck-handkerohief. His 
dark and shaggy hair and eyebrows, 
and heated face, and very piercing jet- 
black eyes gave to his appearance a 
singularly wild and striking exprr-ssion. 
The sketch of him in Fi'aser' 
Maga- 


zine gives a true idea oi his dross and 
figure, but his portraits fail to represent 
adequately his remarkably "fine Titian 
head full of dumb eloquence," as Haz- 
litt described it. He grasped mo cor- 
dially by the hand, sat down, and taking 
a bottle from a cupboard behind him, 
mixed some rum and water. On another 
occasion his sister objected to this opera- 
tion, and he refrained. Presently after 
ho said : " Ulay I have, a little drop 
now? only a teetle drop." "No," said 
she, "bo a good boy." 
At last,- how- 


ever, he prevailed and took his usual 
draught. On each visit (that of August 
6 having been quickly succeeded by an- 
other) I found that he required to be 
drawn into conversation.

There are two classes of public lands, 


one being disposed of at $1.25 per acre, 
and the other at 82.50 per acre. The 
latter are the alternate sections reserved' 
by the Government in tho laud grants to 
railroads, etc. 


If a person desires to purchase for 


cash, ho applies at the land office, pays 
hia money, cots a receipt for it, and a 
certificate of purchase, the complete ti- 
tle to tho.land being given by tho Com- 
missioner of tho General Land Oilice at 
"Washington, if the proceeding of the 
Register is found regular; if not, tho 
money is refunded. 
But cases of re- 


funding scarcely over occur, so that no 
anxiety is felt on that score, if the cer- 
tificate is once obtained. 


Heads of families, or citizens over 21 


alone can locate under tho pre-emption 
law. 
If such settle upon a qnartcr- 


seotion of unoccupied land they havo tho 
right of prior claim to purchase on com- 
plying with tho proper regulations. 


The homestead laws give to any citi- ' 


zen, or applicant for citizenship, over 21 
yearu of ago, who will actimlly settle 
upon and cultivate the land, 100 acres 
of 81.25 per acre land, or half tho amount 
ol $2.50 per acre land. Tho settler must 
occupy and cultivate his farm for five 
years before his patent will bo issued. 
The foes will range from $7 to $3±, and 
must be paid to tho Register. 


In order to obtain a title to a timber 


claim on the public lands of the United 
StatSB, according to tho amended law, 
but ton acres on each quarter section 
need bo planted to timber, or a corre- 
sponding portion on eighty and forty- 
acre tracts. Tho following are tho con- 
ditions: Five acres on each quarter sec- 
tion are to bo broken the first year, 
cropped the second year, and the addi- 
tional five acres broken. Tho tree plant- 
ing on five acres must bo done tho third 
year, at tho rate of 2,700 to tho aero, 
which means that tho trees must stand 
four feet apart. Tho fourth year tho re- 
maining five acres must bo put in in the 
same manner. 
Cultivation of tho trees 


must continue for oight years, at the 
end of which time thoro must bo 075 liv- 
ing trees per acre on each of the ton 
acres. Tho foes and commissions in 
timber-culture entries range from $13 to 
&18. There has been some restriction 
as to tho kind of timber trees that should 
be planted, intended, of course, to make 
all efforts to obtain lauds under this act 
legitimate to prevent fraud in securing 
them. The Land Commissioner named 
tho species of trees that must be plant- 
ed, but his latest decision is in effect 
that any kind o: tree may bo planted 
that is known to be valuable in the lo- 
cality in which the land i.s to bo located, 
Of course, ovory ono who desires to cre- 
ate a homo for himself mid Family on ono 
of these tracts is moro (luc-ply than any- 
one else interested iu ia'ormiufj himself 
upon this subject, and in securing tha 
very best species and varieties obtaina- 
ble.

Two Western Towns. 


The two smart towns of Fargo and 


Morehead look at each other across tho 
muddy Bod rivor ditch with jealous 
eyes. They will not bridge the stream, 
because each is afraid the other would 
profit by a convenient crossing. Vehi- 
cles ferry over on a rude fiat-boat, 
•worked by hand-power applied to a rope 
stretched from bank to bank, and pe- 
destrians are beholden to the railroad 
company for tho use of its bridge. 
Morehead, the Minnesota town, has 3,000 
inhabitants ; Fargo, tho Dakota town, 
boasts of 6,000, and stylos itself tho Bed 
river metropolis. Both welter in a sea 
of black mud in the season of thaws and 
rains; both aro largely devoted to spoo - 
ulation in lots and lands, and both are 
equally unattractive to the eye. They 
are in reality a single town, commer- 
cially speaking, and a remarkably pros- 
psrouB one, too.

within tbe present generation. Already 
there is a handsomo hotel, rejoicing in 
the architectural oddities of the Queen 
Anne orazo, a street railway, an electric 
light company, water-works, half a dozen 
banks, n daily newspaper, a number of 
creditable churches and school buildings, 
and a few pretty dwellings. Real estate 
speculation runs wild.

But when the actual value of lifo is 
taken it is found to present, iu this 
country, an average of forty-two years, 
BO that thoro are grand agencies at work 
which are reducing tho national life to a 
very low value. 
If tho inquirer enter 


further into the matter he will observe 
that tho grand agencies loading to this 
reduced value of lifo must bo in some 
way removable, because thoy aro not 
alwavs in action to reduce every form of 
life to tho same level of duration. 
He 


will discover that tho domestic animals 
which surround us, if wo do 
not 


kill them outright by hard labor, ex- 
posure to tho vicissitudes of the seasons 
or privation, aro so much longer lived 
than we aro, and they exist, practically, 
to their full term with as much exacti- 
tude as we exist to t-iic first of our second 
stage of existence. 
Or, to put the mat- 


ter iu another light, he will discover 
that, if our lower domestic animals were 
to dio in the same, ratio that wo dio, 
their duration of life, as it is now known, 
tvould be reduced to nearly half what it 
is. Tho dog would havo . an avcrago 
term of 8 year.-), nru'l other animals a 
similarly-reduced term of life. 
Such 


observations as thcso will lead the sani- 
tarian to find a uniform object in hia 
labor. 
Ho will ask what, is tho reason 


why man, who holds all the knowledge 
and skill above tho brute creation, 
should havo so little control over his 
own destiny that ho cannot control it in 
respect to health and lifo as well as the 
inferior creature which, compared with 
himself, has neither reason nor skill. 
Ho will wonder in vain so long as ha 
looks simply at tho general fact. Ho 
will not wondor at all when he proceeds 
to an analysis of all tho details upon 
which that general fact depends. 


In tho first place, he will learn, from 


an analysis of tho data ho may collect 
that man is the subject of many moro 
diseases than the inferior animals are; 
that ho suil'ors from certain diseases of 
the mind incidental to his possession of 
a mental organization superior altogeth- 
er to theirs, and from which diseases 
they aro exempt ; that ho suffers from 
sonio diseases springing from human 
vices, from which the lower animals are

From tho foregoing toblo it will be 


seen tlmt tlxo ouly consiilcrablo inoreaso 
in tho number of smull farms between 
1870 and 1880 was in tho States of Ohio 
and Pennsylvania in tho North and Ala- 
bamn, Maryland, North Carolina and 
Virginia in the Houth. There ivas a fall- 
ing off of over 10,000 in tho number o£ 
email farms (twenty acres and -under) 
in Missouri and of 12,74.8 in Michigan. 
The greatest falling off was in these two 
States. Wisconsin, Indiana and Kan- 
sas follow in order.

A Duel to tho Death. 


Koliert Orittenden, the brother of 


Henry Crittenden, whose removal to 
Arkansas I have mentioned, fought a 
very remarkable duel about the year 
1830. He canvassing tho Territory of 
Arkansas as a candidate for Delegate to 
Congress—Gen. Conway, tho brother of 
the subsequent Governor of the State of 
that name, being his opponent. Tho 
latter was a " Jackson man," while Crit- 
teuden was "nnti-Jackson," in the polit- 
ical nomenclature of that day. 
There- 


was an immense concourse of people in 
attendance, mid partj' feeling ran pretty 
high. Tho discussion became personal, 
ami Crittenden at tho close of his second 
speech remarked that ho " trusted no 
gentleman would utter such words in 
the hcsit of dubate to\varc'l him as could 
not bo tolerated by tho code of honor." 
Conway retorted in a torrent of bitter 
invective und personal denunciations. 
Crittenden briefly and calmly rejoined : 
"Your language, Gen. Conway, admits 
of only one answer, and that, you may 
be sure, 1 will make right speedily." A 
hostile message was sent the same day, 
and tho meeting arranged for tho follow-
